HOME IS TRUE SCHOOL

One of the greatest mistakes 
any home gardener can make is to 
sow the whole vegetable plot, on 
the first fine afternoon, If he does

Short cuts Seen 

The experienced gardener uses 
all sorts of tricks for getting 
ahead of his neighbors. He doesn't, 
of course, risk all his seed or 
plants this way, but just a few 
for extra early results. For _ex- 
ample in the vegetable garden, he 
may make ‘a few small hills, a 
foot or so in diameter of very rich 
soil. In these he will plant a few 
melon or cucumber seeds, a few 
early, type tomatoes and other 
things.
